how the sullen dissatisfaction of being a 
loser has sw ung the tide again

conflict. 
So. in fart. properly there should not 
he any ebullient clamor over th e ghost of 
Serajevo or th e wizened form

Treaty of Versailles. 
Both

ments to the fallacy that might is right, 
and their v a l u e will lie alone in the ir ex­ 
ample of what nations ought not to do.

And 
they are just as much for America as for 
E u r o p e , because the pen d u lu m is s w in g ­ 
ing back heavily to w ard a gigantic c o n ­ 
flict of arms. 
It may not he long before one set of 
"allies” or the othe r again tr u m p e ts the 
trans-A tlantic call for h e l p —"in th e n a m e 
of h u m a n i t y .” 
And when that tim e comes, 
the United States should he listening wise­ 
ly, hut not too well.
